The Vermont legislature, which has 
recently adjourned after a session of 
about Seventy days in biennial session, 
seems to have done a good deal of im¬ 
portant work. It will be remembered 
as there arose not long since, consider¬ 
able scandal about the management 
of some of the public institutions, 
particularly the state prison. This has 
led to a recasting of the system by 
ptaeing the government of the reforma¬ 
tory institutions in the hands of a 
single board instead of several boards 
as hitherto. The idea is apparently* 
to concentrate responsibility, and it is 
the. correct one. AVhere there is divid¬ 
ed and scattered responsibilities 
absnses are prone to rise and it is im¬ 
possible to fix the blame and punish the 
blameworthy. There Was scandal also 1 
about some of the doings of the cattle 
commission. It was charged that 
diseased animals had been sold for eon- 
sumption outside the state. The Leg¬ 
islature ha* reduced the board of cattle 
commissioners from three to one, nnd if 
that one docs not behave it will be 
easy to call him to account. Iq the 
same connection a general purchasing 
agency for state institutions has been 
provided, and ihv effect of this should 
he to prevent waste and graft. 

The Legislature has grappled with 
the tax problem, increased the tuxes 
O# corporations, and made laws to com¬ 
pel them to produce their books in;
